A Series of Letters From Ari- 
zona.---No. 1. 


{From our own correspondent. | 
Tucson, Arizona, October 8th. 

Editor Gazette:—Arizona Territory 
has come to occupy so prominent a 
place in the public eye of the Pacific 
Coast that I came to think the other 
day perhaps a few items regarding its 
present condition would not be unin- 
teresting to your many readers. For 


years the Territory has been, until |. 


lately, an almost unknown land, and 
when thought of was considered only 
a dreary waste of desert, the fit habi- 
tation of the murderous, cruel and 
vindictive Apache, and where every 
bush had a thorn and every animal a 
sting. Since the cessation of Indian 
hostilities, however, prospectors, those 
hardy and progressive men who go 
ahead and in the midst of almost in- 
surmountable difficulties open up new 
lands to civilization, have freely wan- 
dered over our mountains and made. 
discoveries so rich and extensive that 
many now believe that Arizona is cer- 
tain to fulfil the destiny Humboldt 
prophetically gave to it—‘‘the source 


of the future silver and gold supply of | 


the world.” As the news of new mine 
after new mine being discovered went 
abroad, the press, ever anxious to 


place something at once startling and 
interestingly fresh before the public, 
sent its minions in swarms to Arizona. 
Not a speculator started hitherward 
to again get wealth but was impor- 
tuned to give items to his editorial 
friends; not a youth who left his quiet 
country home, overflowiug with hope 
and trust, for the new wonder land 
but what made promise to send soon 
to his country paper full particulars of 
Arizona life and prospects; and not a 
simpleton who felt called upon to 
‘“‘write a book” but, after living the 
life of a tramp hereaway for a year or 
more, made sure to prepare for a con- 
fiding public a rehash of old newspaper 
tales. These all, added to the army 
of regular correspondents sent out by 
; Is of East and West, have at 
ength brought much press attention 
to Arizona. Itis highly amusing t 
read report after report, diverse and 
sealdasily incorrect in part, by these 
new comers. Some picture a heaven 
on earth, make the valleys teem with 
grains and fruits of all climes and the 
*mountain’s glens with wealth; others 
only see the desert and write but of 
the horned toad, lizard, tarantula and 
Mexican. Some see here the promised 
~ land of paradise and others a section 
of Pluto’s dominions sent up to earth 
so that afew mortals can get accus- 
tomed, somewhat, to the life here- 
after. 

Since my stay here I have traveled 
over the greater portion of the inhab- 
ited part of the Territory, and have 
also paid attention to the ideas of men 
whose ideas are valuable—and here let 
me say that when Arizona is spoken 
of the whole Territory is never consid- 
ered. The entire northern section, ex- 
tending from the Utah line to the 
border of the black mesa or Mogallen 
mountain, and occupying at least two- 
fifths of its area, consists of the vast 
canyons of the Colorado river and its 
tributarics, and great pine forests, at 
present of no use and almost uninhab- 
ited. Prescott, therefore, instead of 
being near the centre of trade and pop- 
ulation is really on the extreme north- 
ern edge, much nearer, in fact, than 
Tucson is to the southern, and by Ari- 
zona is meant, leaving out the northern 
part of Mohave county which borders 
on Nevada, only that tract of country 
south of the Mogallen mountains, ex- 
tending from the Colorado river on the 
west to the line of New Mexico on 
the east. In this inhabited area are 
found all the requirements for a great 
and wealthy commonwealth. Here 
are valleys sufficiently large and fer- 
tile to produce abundance of all food 
for any population the Territory will 
ever have.
